FEMINISTS arc after Professor Denis 
Brogan, visiting Cambridge political 
cicniist. with their claws unsheathed. 

'Ihev're after him for two reasons: He 
dared call Australian women an under- 
privileged, unenterprising, downtrodden 
tact, and, worse, he said they dressed 
badly and that their hair was a disgrace. 
Professor Brogan is an erudite and 
roca! Don whose often hypercritical 
opinions on international polities, ami 
on American socuty, are well known. 

It IK Lo be hoped that his judgment on 
these subjects — unlike his opinions on 
Australian women— is based on more 
than a few days' appraisal. 

But don't brush him off as an ignora- 
mus or a publicity-seeker. 

Professor Brogan is no fool- He is a 
trained ohserver of functioning society. 
And the visiting critic often sea more 
lhan the expert on the spot. 

Because isolated Australian sociclv has 
still much of the narrowness and many 
of the limitations of l^th-ccntury society, 
many ol the things he savs are true. 

Australian women may not be down- 
trodden, but in this man-ruled society 
many women have allowed themselves to 
take, a back place in practically every 
phase of life. 

Just Lcep vnur eyes open at an average 
party and you'll see how much women 
are lorred to play second fiddle. 

Bui above all remember that, altfiough 
Professor Brogan is probably talking out 
of the top of his learned skull about things 
like hah and clothes, criticism is still

The John Sijnou Guggen- 
heim Memorial Foundation 
(established by the Colonel's 
uncle) has given miliums to 
help scholars, writers, and ar- 
tists, and the Daniel and Flor- 
ence Guggenheim Foundation 
(established In tb<- Culonrl's 
parenis'i ha» given millions lo 
science, charities, hospitals. 

Apart from business and 
helping loot after family af- 
fairs Colonel Guggenheim has 
a distinguished record 

He went to Columbia Uni- 
versity, foughl in Franre with 
the U.S. Army in World Wai 
I (be was gassed), did a term 
of duty later with the War 
Department, and several years 
ago was Ambassador to Por- 
tugal. 

I asked him what he'd done 
in World War II 

He grinned. "I sulked. The 
Army said I was loo aid."

"They say TV is kill- 
ing movies," he wrote. 
"Why do all TV channels 
show dead movies to prove 
«?" 

The why of the story be- 
gins ten years ago, whim TV 
started in America.. Film 
companies thru did an ostrich 
act and. burying their heads 
in the sand, derided that TV 
was just a pausing fad iJiat 
wouldn't affect them at all. 

Kin when empty seals in the 
theatres and sick balance 
sheetji made them [are The 
truth, him executives got to- 
gedier and made a deal. 

They issued as edirt — no 
movies for TV except those 
made before 1 MO — and 
American companies have 
stuck to this. 

Their deals on this basis arc 
said to have netted the studios 
1 5 0,0 II 0.(1 HO dollars 
(£Ab7 ,273.624), which should 
have made them regard TV 
with more favor. 

How did they decide on 
194s? Well, there's more to it 
than meets the eye. They 
naturally want In protect their 
own industry by prohibiting 
the use of new films on TV, 
but the rights to titles held by 
companies influenced ihrm, 
and in fact dictated the base 
year. 

Rights were held for only 
a certain length of time in 
many cases and it was in 1948 
thai authors, stars, and every- 
one concerned realised that 



there was additional money in 
the TV showing of old films. 

Contracts from then on have 
clause* specifying the cut 
wanted ur the additional fees 
to be paid if die film is shown 
on TV. Many stars have de- 
manded large percentages of 
movie profits since TV show- 
mi's liecame a reality. 

English film companies have 
a more liberal polity than I If 
American ones, but in the 
trade they say that only in 
exceptional rircuinsuinc.es can 
viewers ever expect to see any 
movie less than six years old. 

As as all the strictures 
ol the film companies, overseas 
currency allowances have to 
he considered by Australian 
TV channels. They have to 
provide overseas programmes 
within the amounts specified 
for them fay the Common- 
wealth Covrrnmenl. 

These amounts have been 
liberalised recently. 

Anyway, don'l let us be too 
greedy — Australian TV is 
uniy ten months old and in 
America, w r here iCk tru years 
old, they're showing the samc 
movtes as we're sering. 

Channel 9, TCN have quite 
a line-up of titles. They've 
just bough I <s package uf films 
Ircm Columbia Studios that 
were shown in America last 
vear and caused a landslide in 
the rating ol one of I he biggest 
live shows, the current flit 
Parade.

The rounril is an impres- 
sive one, headed by Sir Leslie 
Melville, Virc-Chanrellor of 
the Australian National Uni- 
versity, Canberra. It intends 
tu seek support from commer- 
cial and educational bodies, 
thus paving the way for Fed- 
eral Government action. 

There is an overwhelming 
ca.tr for a decimal system in 
coinage. The only objections 
could stem from apprehension 
of the change-over period. 

The committee, in a widely distributed 
pamphlet, states that there are several methods 
by which the changeover could be made. One 
is to uike the present 10/- as the major unit, 
with the shillings divided into teji units.

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Hints on home freezing 



FISH: When home- freezing 
fish it is necessary to use 
freshly eauglit fish, not those 
that have been partially frozen 
during transport and market- 
ing- Unless you want to 
cook the fish whole, store it 
in filleted pieces. They take 
up less space. Place a strip 
of alkathene between each 
fillet to prevent them sttrk- 
ittg together. Use alkathene 
or aluminium foil (or packag- 
ing. Thaw fish slowly to pre- 
vent the flesh breaking. 

VT.GF.TABLK.S: Always pre- 
parr and Irre/e vegetables 
when they are its fresh as pos- 
sible. Wise housewives will 
take advantage of seasonal 
gluts, and, if pratsible, but by 
the box, bag, or hushei. Be- 
fore freezing, all vegetables 
require preliminary blanching 
(plunging into boiling water) 
for varying times, according 
to their size and texture. 
Vegetables may he thawed 
at room temperature or placed 
straight inlo hot water for 
l ooking When assessing rook- 
ing time it is necessary (o 
allow for the first blanching 
time, otherwise vegetables will 
be overcooked.

Citrus 
fruits are best frozen as pure 
juice in ice-block form. 

CA*£ES, BISCUITS, PIES, 

and batter mixtures can be 
frozen rooked or unrooked- 
To avoid a slightly damp sur- 
facr id cooked cakes, breads, 
scones, etc., when thawing 
leave in their alk.lt time or loil 
wrappillga. 

SANDWICHES ran be pre- 
pared and frozen in quantity 
lor schnnl or office lunches. 
Frozen packages would lie 
completely thawed bv lunrh- 
timc, but If needed imme- 
diately can be toasted in their 
frozen state. 

MILK AND CREAM 
need lo be shaken lightly a 
few times during freezing to 
ensure an even distribution of 
far When freezing liquids, a 
small space should he allowed 
for expansion. Baby milk for- 
mulas ran be prepared and 
frozen in advance in meal- 
sized proportions. 

EGGS must be removed 
from their shells and separ- 
ated before freezing. Use as 
soon as possible alter thawing.
